The Last Dltcli- 

The moagro, though uiulor tho ciroiiin- 
stanoeB ridiculous, question asked by tho 
local Ooverument when Mr. Maokonisie's 
relaxed railway policy had been sxibmit- 
tod fnd.theii; yiowa thereon solioited, was: 
"Will the proposalsbe considered bind- 
iofrby the DoiXlinion Government," thus 
leaving it to be inferred that the terms 
themaolvoa wera unexooptionablo. Tho 
quibble about "croilontinls" was a miser- 
able one at best, aud anybody could see 
that it was merely raised iu the abaouco 
of a better pretext for breaking ofif nego- 
tiations wbicli, if followed up, must have 
ended in a dissolution of tho legislative 
body and an appeal to the country which 
might have cost Ministers their seats. It 
is a noticeable oircnmstance that for some 
time nothing has been heard about "cre- 
dentials." That position has evidently 
been abandoned, and a new one taken np. 
The proposal submitted through Mr. Ed- 
.gtfff'Xfe are now told, was of such a char- 
-'adtor as not to be entitled to a moment's 
consideration. It was, in fact, a propo- 
sal to build the railway on tho Island at 
once, and give the Mainland a waggon- 
road instead of the railway,— a proposi- 
tion so monstrous, wo are told, that the 
local Government wore quite justified iu 
peremptorily rejecting it. This reminds 
Ui of Ouvier's comment on somebody's 
deflnition of a orab as a fish that walks 
baokwards, that, "with the exception that 
a.cmb is not a fish, and that it does not 
„ ,lralk baokwards, the description is ad- 
•mirable." With the exception that Mr. 
Hodkenzie's proposal was nothing of tho 
. kind, and that the local Government did 
■^aot reject it, this last lefugo of the Ad- 
ministration is impregnablu. Had the 
proposal been what it is now sought to 
make it appear, or anything like it, doos 
anyone for a moment imagine that Minis- 
ters would not have promptly rejected it 
upon its own merits, instead of having 
reoourso to the weakest possible quibble 
about credentials? Tho very boldness of 
the attempts now being made to misre- 
present the real natnre of the proposal, 
Mid thereby create temporary shelter for 
themselveB, only tends to show to what 
a terrible straits Ministers are brought. 
And what reasonable hope for the suc- 
cess of this desperate game can buoy thom 
up, we confess that we are at a loss to 
conceive; for we venture to think there is 
not to be found on the whole JIainlaud a 
matured person stupid enough to bo 
misled by such transparent, such brazen- 
faced misrepraseutation. Tlio ijooplo 
there know perfectly well what Jlr. Mac- 
kenzie's railway policy is. Apart alto- 
gether from any relaxation or any con- 
oeuion on the part of Columbia, his 
fixed polioy and determination has been 
and is now to commence rail way construc- 
tion on the Mainland as soon as the route 
can be determined and the work put un- 
dsr contract. This he and his organs have 
everywhere declared. But, in considera- 
tion British Columbia consenting to 
=the BUbstitntion of a fixed minimum an- 
nual money expenditure for the time lim- 
it of the treaty, Mr. Mackenzie express- 
ed willingness, m addition to Ihut, to con- 
•trnct at once a waggon-road and telegraph 
along the entire railway route; to com- 
mence railway construction beyond tho 
Oaacado Bange with a view to setMiriiig to 
the country in the interior tlio fnllost 
possible, jbenefits of consequent expendi- 
ture; and to build a railway on Yanoou- 
- • Ter Island for which he does not consi- 
der Canada in any way bound. Such is a 
' brief but honest and fair exposition of 
what is known as the rolaxoJ r.iilway policy 
'..■irhich Mr. Mackenzie was prepared to 
substitute for tho old, impossible obliga- 
tions of the broken covenant, and under 
which tho work of actual construotion 
might now have been going forward, por- 
iUoating tho country with conlidenco aud 
prosperity; but which was cvndi d in 
what we must be permitted to think a sel- 
fish and cowardly manner by our Gov- 
(ynaient. " 



disappointmont was general at tho niglit 
of those sad remnants of former great, 
ncss. There was a totol want of energy, 
repartee, no ardour, nofire. His speech 
might bo condensed into two lines. Ho 
told the Assembly it bad no right to lay 
bands on the rights and powers of its 
electors, and that if it did so it would 
cancel its own powers. All tho rest was 
'leather and prunella.' Such," coucludes 
the Nuuvelliste^ "was the political and 
oratorical testament of M. Lsdrn Bollin, 
who has now, like the philosophical rat in 
the fidjlo, nothing left to do but to creep 
back into tho choose in which ho has 
miulo for himself an opulent retreat." 
Tho dispassionate Dobata expected bettor 
things from M. Ledru EoUin, and regrets 
that ho should have lost himself in a la- 
byrinth of little anecdotes. "To-day 
uiigbt bo Boen." it says, "bow little re- 
mains of a Radical when tho flow of 
speech abandons him aud his voice fails 
him and his gestures become heavy and 
ungraceful. Tho Chamber listened at 
first with curiosity aud would hare listen- 
ed afterwards with attention if ho had 
8i)oken as it had a right to expect; bu t 
the emptiness of his sonorous phrases 
soon became manifest and after that tho 
Assombly SL-nowhat lost its gravity. 

Tho Constitutional ironically laments 
tho decline of the stout and stentorian 
demagogue of 1848, now become almost a 
driveller. The Bonapartist sheet pre- 
dicts that the Eadical journals will 
abound in panegyrics, and that tho most 
ardent iu eulogium will bo tho Republlqne 
Fniitcfdso, which will bury under roses, or 
rather undor poppies, the extinguislied 
star of which the return to tho horizon 
cauHod some uneasiness to M. Oambotta. 
Nevertheless the Constilutionnel is of 
opinion that M. Ledru Bollin ought to be 
h(!ard again before condemnation, and 
that ho may take his revenge another day. 
Tiiis seems rather doubtful. This is cer- 
tainly not an epoch of political and Par- 
liamentary giants in Franco, and yet the 
great men of 1848 do not shino in 1874. 
M. Louis Biano proved a failure in the 
National Assembly of 1874, and now M. 
Ledru Bollin has done even worse. To- 
nigiit's Journal de Paris reproaches the 
uion of tlio liight for having taken any 
notice of what it calls M. Rollin's baf- 
foouerie:3 and calumnies, and says that 
tlioy should have contented themselves 
with observing the despondency of tho 
Loft, the despair with which they beheld 
the fall of their idol, and were fain to 
coufesH to thomaolves that tho great god 
Pan was dead.

The Indian Council at 
Clinton^ ' 

INTEBESTING ACCOUNT. 

Clinton, B. C, July 7. 

Edttoh CoxjOnist. — I have much ploa- 
suro in sending you a report of tho In- 
dian Commissioner's progress in this 
place. Tho roprosontatives of the twolvo 
tribes — not of Israel — who had made this 
their centro to moot the King Ueorge Ty- 
hoo, had been waiting here about two 
weeks before tho dato on which he was ex- 
pected. When it -was definitely known 
on tho 20th Juno that he had left Cache 
Crook on his way horo, great was tho ox- 
citomont in canqi. At intervals scouts 
would dash in with tho uowa,he was with- 
in uu hour — half on hour's journey, and 
80 on, and when his carriage appeared on 
tho height overlooking the town, thoir 
greetings took the usual form of smoke 
and noise. Behind every tree was a mus- 
kot and every ohl stump soomod charged 
with jiowdur. 

On reaching tho camp (which consist- 
ed of tents gaily docoratoci with llags fur 
about four hundred men, with thoir wo- 
men and children) tho Chiefs camu for- 
ward and paid their respects to tho Com- 
missioner, who after the customary grcot- 
ings arranged to meet thorn ou tho follow- 
ing day. 

Early next morning, Dr. Powell, in \\'m 
undress uniform as Liout.-Col. of Militia,' 
walked to tho camp accompanied by tho 
County Court Judge, Mr. O'Reilly. Thoy 
■were again received with a salute of mus- 
ketry and boating of what might by cour- 
tesy bo styled a drum, but was really ox- 
en-liido stretched over a aoaji-box. 

Tho reception tout was a large awning; 
ficrHi)ulously oloar, and the ground spread 
with nice now blankets, ou whiohtbo correct 
thing was to lounge. The Commissionor 
and Judge sat side by side, with the iu- 
torprotor, Joe Bushoy, H,B. Co., sliglitly 
iu advance. Tho Chiefs stepped forward 
each in his turn, said his say, and was re- 
plied to by the Commissionor through 
tho medium of his interpreter. Most no- 
ticeable of all was the Pountaiu Ghief , 
Tioh-lo-ko-snltz, tall and ierect, with a 
keen, crafty face. He was dressed in n 
white buckiskin coat ■with fringe, panta- 
loons of same, loggings and moccasins, 
his head adoruod with a black fox-sicin 
cap, and a sword hanging by his sido. 

The tonor of tho si)cocboH was as fol- 
lows, which may bo noted for the benefit 
of those ■who have not hoard an Indian 
"toatflo;" 

"When Hook on you I recognize in 

you Queen Victoria; it was very kind of 
you to come so far to see us and take pity 
ou us. Wo wore very sick and could not 
sleep when wo heard you were not com- 
ing, and now you are here we cannot con- 
tain our joy, and keep awake all uighs 
talking of you. We are manj, and have 
very little land; we want more, and secur- 
ed water rights, as without water to irri- 
guto wo cannot farm; with more land to 
cultivate ■we should bo happy, as -wo 
could raise suflieicnt food for our sujjport. 
We also -want farm tools." 

A few made separate requests with np 
parently entire faith they would be acced- 
ed to — as they were. One wanted plough 
harness; another, after making his obeis- 
auco, said a cross-cut saw would mako 
him entirely happy. He bail enough land, 
but a t-ow! a saw! Ijis kingdom for u saw! 

Tho Commissioner, iu replying to tho 
Inilians, made a verv politic spqech, con- 
ciliatory and friendly, 'WKtbDnt; f_^miliari- 
ty, or, greater orror slill in dealing with 
Indians, promising what ho could not 

Eorform. Ho told tliom thoir rights wouhl 
e oarefully watched, and their griovnuco 
as to the want of land looked into. At 
his departure from camp he was again sa- 
luted, and shortly afterwards, as their 
jirovisions were exhausted, ho sent thoui 
a couple of oxen, some Hour, tea, sugar, 
etc. 

On Dominion Day tli« races were hold. 
Tho Commissioner presented some excel- 
lent prizes to bo run for, such as a set of 
harness, a plough, saddle, bridle, spurs, 
agricultural tools, e(o. The. races;^era 
very w ell eoiltested.the greatest efoftSmen t 
.was over those in which Indian women 
V'ero the principals. First, tho foot-races, 
in which the bots were made as — 2 to 1 
gu " White Stockings," -1 to 1 on " Blue 
•aoket," etc., etc. Thoy ran liko deer, 
mnd preferring a long race to a short oiio, 
■^requested to have tho d-ustance, doubled. 
Noxt came the race of mounted women. 
Every In'dian who had a crack horso put 
his wife or sweetheart in the saddle and 
away they wont — a held of about forty. 
At tlio turn of tlio road thoy crowded to- 
gether and one came to grief l)y hnr 
horse's girth breaking. She was picked 
up iiisonsiblo but soon revived. Another 
broke hor arm (which afterwards was sot 
by the Commissionor, who adds to his ro- 
pntatir/n in tho Indian eyes by being a 
groat "modicino inan,") The aiijilication 
uf a new shawl wonderfully sootlu-d the 
broken arm, as likowiso of tv^o others who 
were in the raoo capsized. 

At the conclusion of the races tho Com- 
missioner loft for below. His dojiarture 
was a most amuaiug sight from our point 
of view. Tlio Doctor nnd tho driver of 
tho carriage might bo disposed to think 
differently. Tho Indians mounted and 
rodo hard after thein, firing black 8hot.s 
at and around tho carriage, reloading and 
tiring until their King Goorge Tyhoo din- 
appeared over the height in a cloud of 
Huioko, when thoy returned to cauqi hap- 

It apoaks well for tho peaceable nature 
of these Indians, that during thoir stay 
here, though their proviaious ^eie all 
but spent, and there waa'inuch to . tompt 

them belonging to tho ■\vhites easy of ac- 
co.ss, there was not a single act of thoft 
eommittod. It would not bo particularly 
flattering to tho superior morality of thoir 
white brethren toinquiro, if tho cases had 
boon reversed, liow many hon-roosts, &c., 
would baro been robbedi's- u . • ; i . ' 

According to tho Vensus taiflli by 'tnQm- 
Helvos these twolvo tribes number about 
twolvo hundred, have nearly thiiteciii hun- 
dred horses and one hundred head of 
cattle. 

Next day the town returned to its nor- 
mal condition of quietude. Its Jiate visit- 
ants

liaud and B.oad Taxes- 

VioTOBiA., B. C, July 13th. J 874. 

Editor Beitisu Colonist. — A letter 
signed South-Thonipsou appeared in 
your issuo of tho 12th inst. ■.vith regard 
to tho Land-Tax, and the unequal way in 
which it is colleotod. The writer saya 
that cousiderablo money was laid out on 
the Okauagon last year iu making ond re- 
pairing roads, bridges, etc, but they did 
not pay thoir tax, Avhilo the Thompson 
Iliver District jiaid theirs, although re- 
luctantly, and Okanagonis building roads 
at the expense of Thomijson River, etc. 

My attention was called to this letter 
by a gentleman from the Okanagou, who 
pointed out to me that nothing has boon 
done for Okanagan, that no money has 
been spent iu roads, bridges, etc., with 
the exception of some Sl.OUO in making 
the Hjullanmchoen Portage passable. This 
I know to bo a. fact, and I must say that 
no part of tho Yale Distriot has boon so 
much overlooked as that of the Okanagan, 
and yet every effort on the part of tho 
lueuibersl ? | has boon brought to boar to 
havo a waggon-road constructed between 
O'Ki-'offc's and tlio Jlission, and a trail 
from tho latter plaoo to Osoyoos; but we 
failed to coniK^ct. However, I bcliovo 
that tho building of this road and trail 
will bo favorably oonsidored in the esti- 
mates for next year, not forgetting the re- 
quirements of tho South Thompson Dis- 
trict. 

With regard to Land Tax, I don't know 
if there is any property oast of tho Cas- 
cades upon wliiclui tax is assessed and levi- 
ed ucconling to the Act of 1873. I think 
that "South Thompson" was thinking 
about the Boad Tax Extension Act, 1873. 
However a "rose would smell as sweet by 
any other naino." TheRondTax is ob- 
noxious nnd unpopular. I havo done my 
my host endeavors to repeal or modify 
the act last yo:jr, and if 1 should luippon 
ti; bo iu the liouso next session, I intend 
to light tlio same battle over again. Tax- 
ation in this Province ought to be reduo- 
od to equality. BoBT. Smith.

Those extracts may be considered mea- 
gre, but it is seldom that what is said m 
Comraittoo of tho House r.is reported at 
greater length. But, briof'ns they aro, 
thoy will Buflico to prove thatldid "raise 
my voice" in opposition to tho measure, 
and that mora than onco. I have already 
ohallonged your contemporary to prove as 
much for its master. 

Now for tho promise: I found the Gov- 
ernment decidedly averse to any altera- 
tion in tho Bill; but thoy took power to 
moot tho case of British Columbia by 
Order iu Council, and, uftor Ihad spoken 
twice and pointed out to the host of my 
ability tho injustico it would do in this 
Province, tho Hon. Mr. Dorion (then 
Minister of Justice) promised me that 
vested rights (i. e. existing establish- 
ments) in British Columbia should bo 
protected. Rolying upon that proraiso, 
I pusliod my opposition no further. Why 
it has not boon koi)t, I am unable to say. 
Possibly your theory about Mr, Dorion 
having iinmodiatoly thereafter retired 
from the Ministry is correct. As lias al- 
ready been stated, upon learning that no 
provision had been made for protecting 
vested rights in this Provinoo, I lo.st no 
time in maicing such ropresontations, by 
telegraphing to tho head of tho Govern- 
ment at Ottawa and othervyise, as will, I 
have no doubt, result in sp&edy justldo 
being done. 

In regard to your valuable J oumal be- 
ing "the organ of Bunster," I foel that I 
cannot i)ay j'ou a higher compliment than 
to say tliat, no far as my oxperianco and 
observation go, the Bnrnsu Colonisx is 
tho organ" of the People, — its columns 
over open to those who, lika myself, are 
misroprusonted and villified in a paper 
which refuses the common right of de- 
fence.

New Yonir, July 11. — Two gontlomon 
from Venzuola havo arrived in. this city 
who havo a commission fr^m President 
pro torn, of Cuba to treat, .■with Captain 
Qonoral Concha about a aompromiso be- 
tween the Cubans and Spaniards.

Paris, July 11— An article in to-day's 
Fiijaro inciting revolt against the deci- 
sions of tho Assembly occasioned much 
irritation among tho deputies.
